Fill out the application blank 
at the bottom of the circular fnd mail 
to the Secretary at Louisville and enter 
the contest. 

"The Kentucky Slate Fair Managa- 
ment and the College of Agriculture 
have eompleted plans for a FARM 
BOY'S ENC.\MPMBNT that win give 
an opportunity for one boy from each 
of the 120 counties of the State to visit 
the Kentucky State Fair for a whole 
week without expense. The purpose ot 
this encam|iinciU is to extend the 
educational advantage of the Fair to 
the farms of the State, to stimulate; a 
greater interest in the State Fair by 
spreading throagfaoat tiie oat Imadred 
and twenty counties its rail worth 
throug'h these farm boys. 

AttHcheil to this cireularwill he found 
a blank applicaUon, which any boy 
interested may fill out, mailing to 
Secretary J. L. Dent, bofore August 1, 
1913. 

The selection of the boyswill bemade 
on competitive examinstion of answers 

by a member of the State Board of 
Agriculture and a member of the 
Faculty of the Agricultural College. 
The applicants should send all answers 
so the Secretary of State Fair, who 
will forward same to the Executive 
Committee for completion. This 
Committee will reeeire all applications, 
as setforth abore, and mark all answers 
submitted to them. 

The applicants must be of good moral 
character, willing to co-operate in mak- 
ing the encampment a success; be be- 
tween the ages of 15 and 18 years, and 
be actual residents and workers upon 
the farm No boy who has ever been 
enrolled in any College of Agricalture 
in this or any otherState will he eligible 
to compete (this does not exclude boys 
who have attended the Agn^cultural 
Department in High School.) 

Each boy will be required to answer 
list of ([uestions following: 

1. How can the com crop ^of your 
cottntv be improved? 

2. Why do greater nnmbers of live 
stock usually make a more prosperous 
farmer? 

3. Why are .'pure bred live stock 
better than scrubs? 

(Answer each question in not more 
than 100 words.) 

All answers must be in the hands of 
the Secretary of the State Fair before 
August 1st. The committt e will read 
and mark them at once and notify thi 
Secretary of the State Fair of the n.,ine 
and address of ,the boy standing highest, 
which boy will be the one entitled to 
the free trip to the State Fair as 
member of the Fkrm Boya' Encamp 
ment from his county. The local com 
mittee will keep a record of the mark 
ings of all the contestants, and the boys 
standing second and third in their 
markings will be designated as first and 
second alternates; the first to beaelect 
ed in case the winner cannot eooie to 
the Fair, and the second alternate to 
be selected ia case neither the winner 
nor first alternate can come. 

The boys selected in the various 
counties must plan their trips so as to 
be at the Fair Grounds and report to 
the Superintendent in charge at the 
encampment headquarters on Monday 
forenoon. September 16th. Guide with 
"Farm Boys' Encampment" badges 
will be stationed In the main waiting 
rooms of the Union Station and Seventh 
Street Stations to meet the boys. In 
case a boy fails to find a guide he 
should ask a policeman or other uniform- 
ed employe at the station to direct him 
where to take a street car for the Fair 
Groonds. Certifieatia of appointment 
will be mailed to each hoy prior to the 
time of his leaving home that will entitle 
him to free transportation from railroad 
station, lodging and meals at the Fair 
Grounds. Comfortable quarters will be 
selected for the encampment on the 
State Fair Grounds. Cots, mattresses 
and pillows will be furnished, bat each 
boy most bring the f (blowing. 
L Blankets, sheets and pillow alipa. 
2. Towels, brash and comb. 
2. Necessary clothing to last the week 
Goo<l warm blankets should be brought 
along, as the nights may be cold. 

The Fair Association will furnish 
each boy with a whits cap frse, yMA 
he can keep at a sonvenir of the 
encampment. Meals will be ftmished, 
beginning with lunch on Monday, 
up to and including Saturday. 

The boys and camp will be under the 
immediate supervision of Prof. T. U, 
Bryant. Strict discipline will be en- 
forced and the conduct of the boys 
earefoUy looked after, and thoae not 
wishing to omform to the discipline 
and rules of the encampment will be 
asked to return at once to their homes. 
Should the management find it necessary 
to dismiss any boy before the close of 
the week on account of infraction of 
the discipline or rules of **^TrTipi, tfasy 
will not be liable for his trmMportatton 
expense. 

As partial remunentisn to the Fair, 
the boys will be furnished a package of 
advertising matter to be posted in their 
locality, advertising the Fair, and 
assigned some light work a part of each 
dav' such as ushering in the Grand Stand 
and Stock Pavitton, mosssngsr awviee 
for offieeif and aariatlag in the Jodgtag 
rings. For tte pm p o ae of seeing the 
Fair and studying the exhibits ' in a 
systematic and intelligent manner the 
boys will be divided into small g^roups, 
in charge of competent instructors.
